THE TREMOLO. 

The following letter to the London Musical 
Standard touches many of our own singers as 
well as those in Europe, althoagh we think we 
can say that the evil practice has considerably 


abated here of late: 

During the past musical season a tendency to in- 
duige n“ vibrato” singing on the part of many vo- 
calists who occupied prominent positions hag been 
only too frequent, and, 80 far as I have seen, the press 
has passed by this terrible failing without the censure 
it assuredly es, 

In the case of the quartet of vocalists brought bere 
by Verdi to sing in his Requiem,” and who present- 
ed so many admirable qualities in their singing, the 
. 8 press seemed deaf and blind to the fatal fault 

o which I have referred. The soprano was quite in- 
capable of sustaining with a steady tone A above the 
staff, and I heard, during one of the Requiem per- 
formances, a lady near me remark, “ what a beautiful 
shake the vocalist had.” when composer and singer 
were guiltless of any intention to introduce a shake. 

Now, all true anid well-educated vocalists know that 
a shaking or trembling voice is not a desirable thing 
to cultivate, but the very reverse, and that it is also a 
sure indication of Ineufficient or false training, or of 
taxing the vocal organs beyond ‘their natural capabili- 
ties. It is, of course, sometimes the result of failing 
powers from old age, and frequently in such cases we 
can admire the skill of the artist who, triumphing over 
his physical failings, causes us to regard chielly his 
ripeved judgment aud mental superiority; but when

IN CHICAOO. 
AN APPEAL TO CULTIVATED PEOPLE, 


The minstrels again did the best business of 
the week, though the large number of visitors 
in town from the country made better times at 
all the regular places of amusement. It is be- 
coming a serious question whether the honest 
critic ought to upbraid the public for not patron- 
izing as they deserve the legitimate theatres, or 
the “legitimate” managers for not catering 
properly to the tastes of the public. At least 
one manager in town has the means to satisfy 
the requirements of the most exacting class of 
theatre-goers. Mr. Hall, of the New Chicago 
Theatre, isthe man. He is not altogether to 
blame for not having achieved more than a par- 
tial success up to the present time. The apathy 
of the public in the early part of the season was 
mainly responsible for the small success 
of the opening week. Still, it must be 
said that the management of the theatre 
has not been free from errors. The se- 
lection of “Tom Penryn” as an opening 
piece was unfortunate, and the“ $éanction of 
Pauline last week was not the best thing that

enterprise at the new theatre, or Soot be soaks 
to educate the public in dramatic art. He is n 
resumptuous or benevolent enough for that. 
He is engaged in a business undertaking which 
depends for success upon the patronage of cul- 
tivated people.

tained. We shall watch the progress of the ex- 
periment with some interest, and shall observe 
with curiosity, not unmixed with anxiety, the 
movements of that lofty order of Chicago nobil- 
ity which appreciates art best when it is pointed 
out and particularly comm to notice bys 
brawling snob in New York. 

THe “ LOCALIZATION.” 

Further representations of Running a Cor- 
ner” at MeVicker’s Theatre only confirm the 
judgment which we expressed after the first per- 
formance,—that its local features did not save it 
from utter failure. If it had depended prinei- 
pally upon them for success, it would have been 
hooted out of the theatre the first night. There 
was an audience on hand ready for just such 
rough work, if the occasion had demanded it. 
The play was saved by its mechanical excellence ; 
by the ludicrous situations which suggested 
rather than described an incongruity of circum- 
stances ; and by the faithful rendering of the au- 
thor’s ideas at the banda of the stock company. 
Mr. McVicker as Ginz and Mr. Seymour as 
Bangs are about equaily good. Mr. Johnson, 
the eomic genius of the company, does full jus- 
tice to the character of Theophilus, though it 
may be shown in the future that the part makes 
more of him than he does of the part, Gtnz’s 
three daughters are represented by Miss Carroll, 
Mrs. Murdoch, and Miss Moon, of whom it may 
be said that all three act their pa:is with tolera- 
ble precision, and the last two loo them as well. 
Miss Moon is open to the charge of overacting, 
and she w at times unnecessarily coarse. Miss 
Carroll is sometimes weak and sometimes 
too mature for a girl of 18summers. Mrs. Mur- 
doch is much better than either of the others. 
She approximates, if, she does not quite 
reach, a faithful and adequate reuderiog 
of her part. As we have said, the 
piece owes its success to admirable acting, and 
to essential qualities apart from tbe local fea- 
tures. It may be said, indeed, that the time has 
gone by when a localization could be madea 
nine-days’ wonder in Chicago. The city has out- 
grown that sort of. dramatization. Everybody 
does not know everybody else. Even Fairbans, 
powerful as be is in lard, cannot strike a re- 
sponsive chord in 500,000 hearts merely by hav- 
ing his name mentioned in public; and Old 
Hutch” is not.a terror outside of the precincts 
of the Board. Commission merchants know 
that Kirby is a dealer in options; but can half a 
million of people be expected to know as much, 
or, knowing, to take much interest in public al- 

usious to Kirby? We have outgrown the in- 
eipieut state, and become a city fully developed. 
It is vo longer easy to move the whole body of 
society by touching certain of its members, 

The appeal must now beof a higher order 
than those which find expression through per- 
sonal columns, if the desire is to arouse aud fos- 
ter public interest in a dramatic performance. 
The case would be different if a play could be 
carried about the streets and sold at retail like a 
daily newspaper. Asitis, those people who 
visit a theatre go there with a more earnest pur- 
pose than merely to hear chit-chat about Tom, 
Dick, and Harry, whose name and fame are to 
them unknown. 

CURIOSITIES IN CRITICISM. 

If dramatic criticisms in newspapers are good 
for anything, they are valuable when they in- 
form the public truthfully what is worth seeing 
at the theatres and what had best be avoided. 
If a newspaper critie condemns everything be 
might as well noteriticise at all, andif he in- 
variably praises be should put his notices in the 
advertising columns at once, Just at present 
there are two newspapers inthis city, one of 
which condemns absolutely and the other abso- 
lutely praises all the performances at certain 
theatres. The paper which praises does the 
prioting for the theatres in question in its job 
department; the paper which condemns does not 
do the printing in its job department, aud be- 
sides it has recently been cut off the free-list, 
and lost its regular daily advertisements in the 
columns of “amusements.” We submit that the 
conduct of these newspapers is a curiosity in 
journalism as well as a curiosity in criticism.

The prices of ad mission at one or two theatres 
have been reduced lately, and reserved seats can 
now be secured iu any part of any theatre in the 
city for $1. .

THE NEW YORK DEMOCRACY ON THE CUB- 
RENCY

The proceedings of the New York Demo- 
cratic State Convention on Friday last were 
of the deepest importance, not \only to the 
Democratic party, but are destined dq have a 
serious effect upon the organization of all 
parties in the Presidential election of 1876. 
The action of that Convention forces and 
compels both parties to take decided position 
on the great Fiyancial question. The New 
York Democratic Convention not only made 
a declaration of its own views, but did so in 
a manner that amounted to a bold defiance to 
the Conventions of the same party in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. The party in New York 
has simply declared to the party in the coun- 
try: We stand on the platform of honest 
money, honest Government, and honest pay- 
ment of debts; and we will not follow or 
affiliate with those who hold the opposite 
doctrine.” The New York Democracy pro- 
pose to stand on the hard*money platform, 
whether the party generally does so or not. 
Gov. Tom and Mr. Cams O’Conon 
were conspicuous leaders of the Democratic 
party, and bravely and ably led in the 
exposures and prosecations which led to the 
detection and punishment of the robberies by 
Twrrep, Sweeny, Connor, and their asso- 
ciates. Gov. ID devoted his time per- 
sonally to the investigation, and appeared in 
court as a witness to prove the guilt of the 
conspirators. He took high ground in favor 
of official honesty, and by his influence was 
able to carry the City of New York against the 
Tri- Sur party. In due time the 
Democratic party nominated Tro for Gov- 
ernor, and, though his opponent was the pop- 
ular Gen. Drx, Tub was elected by over 
50,000 majority. As soon as he got in office 
he addressed himself to the investigation of 
the chronic abuses and robberies in the man- 
agement of the State canals. His proceed- 
ings produced as much consternation in his 
own party as a few years before he had pro- 
duced in the Democratic TW business. He 
was appealed to by the party leaders to for- 
bear, but he was resolute. The Democratic 
Legislature did not dare to denounce 
him, but it sought to defeat his ex- 
aminations by appointing Legislative Com- 
mittees to do the work. Gov. Tu- 
DEN was not thus to be defeated, and, 
taking the responsibility, he appointed Com- 
missioners outside of the Legislature to pros- 
ecute the investigations and bring the rob- 
bers to justice. At the head of one of these 
Commissions was Jom Bicztow. In former 
times—that is, before 1854—BicGELow was a 
Democrat. He was then editor of the New 
York Hvening Post, and, with that paper, left 
the Democratic party on the slavery question. 
In 1861 Mr. Lixcoun appointed him Consul 
at Paris. When Mr. Dayton died, Bicrtow 
was appointed Charge d’Affaires. Subse- 
quently he returned, and for a time edited 
the New York, Tunes, but remained a Repub- 
lican, voting, however, for Gum in 1872. 
He was an anti-Grant Republican. Though 
there were a number of Republicans inter- 
ested in the canal frands, the party generally 
has supported Tom in all his efforts 
the corruptionists. There is 
hest Democrat in New York 
—we mean one who has sympathized with 
the Tween gang or the canal thieves—who is 
not opposed to Trpen. These, and that 
portion of the party who favor inflation, 
propose to make war in the party. This fac- 
tion was, however, powerless in the State 
Convention, which at once, with great unan- 
imity, placed at the head of the ticket Joux 
Biacetow, the radical Republican of twenty- 
one years’ standing. The unanimity with 
which this act was done, and the defiant tone 
of the platform, leave no doubt whatever 
that the Democra o party in New York is 
already prepared tp form the nucleus of a Na- 
tional Hard-Money party in 1876, should one 
be necessary, which will be made up without 
reference to past’ political combinations, It 
is a solemn warning to the Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania demagogues that if Ben Bortas, 
Wan MoLzan, Brut Auten, and Brix Keuiry

The National 
Republican Convention will have to face the 
music on this vital, overshadowing issue, as 
well as the Democratic National Convention. 
Should the majority declare for inflation, or 
cowardly seek to evade the issue, then there 
will be an equally strong protest in all parts 
of the country. 

The fact is—and politicians and party man- 
agers of every party may as well prepare 
themselves therefor—the paramount subject, 
the absorbing question, the all-important 
and controlling issue in 1876, will be this one 
of honest money or dishonest money. There 
is no other issue strong enough to displace it, 
and it presses for solution. There is not 
room for a difference of opinion among in- 
telligent men outside of this financial ques- 
tion. It is one that addresses itself alike to 
rich and poor, and to every person, male or 
female, in the land. It is the question of 
wages—how much wages shall a man receive 
—and shall he receive it in par money? 
Party Conventions must take unequivocal 
ground, and Democrats and Republi- 
cans, postponing and ignoring all other 
questions, will take sides and vote 
upon that all-important matter. The 
New York Democracy give notice that 
on this ground they will not compromise. 

The man who refused to compromise with 
Twrrp outside of the Penitentiary, and who 
is to-day fearlessly indicting, arresting, and 
prosecuting leading ‘‘ statesmen for robbing 
the canal funds, will compromise with no 
proposition to pay the wages of labor with 
dishonest money.

The first year of the Citizens’ Association 
is at an end, and Mr. Franwxum MacViaon, 
the President, has summed up its work in a 
remarkably clear and vivid statement. An 
unofficial review of the situation might dis- 
cover more errors of judgment than Mr. Mac- 


an unexampled devotion, and have been ac- 
tuated throughout by the purest and most 
disinterested purposes. It is the penalty of 
unselfish application to public interests with 
the intention of ferreting out abuses and ex- 
posing Official corruption that it encounters, 
not only the opposition of the office-holders 
and professional politicians with whom it in- 
terferes, but likewise the criticism of those 
whom the work is intended to benefit. The 
gentlemen who have given their time and 
money to the work of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion have not escaped this penalty, and their 
successors may not hope to escape it; but 
we still trust that competent gentlemen will 
volunteer to keep up the organization and 
prosecute the good work for the benefit of 
the tax-payers of Chicago and Cook County. 

The Association is the representative of the 
tax-payers. The work of watching the various 
departments of the City and County Govern- 
ments is too vast and wide-spread to be done 
by any individual, and individuals will not 
undertake it. It is only through an organi- 
zation of this kind that the tax-payers can 
hope to exercise any supervision over the tax- 
eaters. The members of such an association 
are naturally tax-payers themselves, and deep- 
ly interested in the honest and economical 
administration of public affairs. They are 
not office-holders, and ought not to be (and 
we believe have not been) office-seekers. 
Their interests and sympathies are identical 
with those of the tax-paying community, and 
opposed to those who enter public life for 
the sake of the plunder. They make mis- 
takes,—as who does not,--but they cannot 
fail, with strict watchfulness and pure mo- 
tives, to expose and defeat many a projected 
steal and job. 

The Citizens’ Association of Chicago was 
called into being by the July fire of 1874 and 
the subsequent withdrawal of the insurance 
companies. It was admitted on all sides that 
prompt and energetic work was necessary to 
protect Chicago from the frequent recurrence 
of disastrous conflagrations, and save its com- 
mercial prosperity so seriously threatened by 
these fires. This was the first work under- 
taken by the Association, and there is no 
doubt but its influence has led to many ad- 
mirable reforms in this particular. The fire- 
limits were made co-extensive with the city- 
limits, the water-supply was rapidly increas- 
ed, $200,000 were jadiciously expended for 
new water-pipes of proper dimensions, and a 
better discipline was introduced into the De- 
partment. There has been a wide difference 
of opinion concerning the suggestions and 
usefulness of Gen. Saater; but it is proper 
to remember that the Association paid him 
his fee without calling upon the public treas- 


Mr. Mac Von very frankly admits that the 
Association made a mistake in first recom- 
mending to the people the adoption of the 
General Law of 1872. This was done under 


| under the law of 1872, and it is already well 
fitted to their wants. As soon as the validity 


of this objection was recognized, the Associa- 


tion prepared another general law, which the 
Legislature passed. They then made a sec- 
ond mistake in counting upon the hearty co- 
operation of the respectable voters to vote 
do the charter of 1872, and in underesti- 
mating the persistency of the office-holders, 
who saw herein an opportunity to keep their 
places beyond the time for which they were 
elected. The respectable voters stayed away 
from the polls, but it would not have made 
much difference if they had voted; those 
having possession of the ballot-boxes stuffed 
and counted the votes to suit their own pur- 
poses. 

It was at this juncture that the Citizens’ 
Association developed their greatest strength. 
They refused to submit to the contamination 
of fraud in the charter election, which, if per- 
mitted to stantl, would render honest elec- 
tions impossible in Chicago for all time to 
come. They immediately instituted proceed- 
ings in court to expose the frauds and defeat 
their results. They failed in their injunction 
proceedings merely on account of the unpar- 
alleled recklessness of the Board of Aldermen, 
who scoffed at the mandate of the Court. 
Still the Citizens’ Association persisted. They 
have succeeded in getting favorable decisions 
from two of the Circuit Judges, and have 
gone to the Supreme Court with a fair pros- 
pect of victory. If the final decision is 
against the charter of 1872, and the practice 
of ballet-box stuffing receives a lasting rebuke, 
the people of Chicago will have to thank the 
Citizens’ Association for the good work; 
without them the fraud would have been sub- 
mitted to, and a precedent would have been 
established which nothing less than a popu- 
lar uprising could avert. 

There is still plenty of good and effective 
work for the Citizens’ Association to do. 
There will always be in a large city like Chi- 
cago. There is not a week nor a day when 
some scheme for plundering tax-payers is not 
working in the brains of political marauders, 
and unless some such association is watching 
the departments closely the jobs cannot be 
averted. The following passage from Presi- 
dent MacVzaeu's report is not an exaggerated 
statement of the case : 

The city is to be repaved, and a “job” is in con- 
templation, It needs the Association to see that when 
Chicago is repaved it shall be done in the most im- 
proved manuer and honestly. The Police Adminis- 
tration cf this city is simply absurd, and must be re- 
formed in a permanent manner. The building of the 
Court-House, unless watched by this Association, and 
watched thoroughly, wil] be the greatest piece of rob- 
bery and corruption ever seen west of the Alleghe- 
nies. The City Council and County Board are about 


equally prolific in outrages upon the people, and need 
the constant supervision of an Association such as 


this has now grown to be. Each week produces some 
new specimen of rascality in one of these Boards. Ab- 
stract jobs, contract jobs, illegal salary jobs, the well- 
established trade in franchises, and the whole motley 


troop of rascalities, will march by as usual from year’s 
end to year’s end, unless halted by some Citizens’ As- 
sociation, 

In view of this condition, it is to be hoped 
that the Association will turn out in force 
next Tuesday evening and elect officers who 
will prosecute the work in hand with the 
same vigor and earnestness that have charac- 
terized it so far. 


CONSOLIDATION OF SIMILAR SECTS. 

In an article printed in the last issue of 
Tae Trrsunz, speaking of reasons for a con- 
solidation of the Methodist and Episcopal 
Churches, the remark was made incidentally 
that the tendency of the time in the religious 
world was in the direction of a eloser union 
of. the various segments of Churches not 
separated by any distinctive dogmas or dif- 
ference in creeds, but only by some unim- 
portant features of church discipline and 


| government. This important fact is worthy 


of more detailed notice. There is, for in- 
stance, a very noticeable effort to unite all 
the branches of the Presbyterian Church into 
one common organization. In Great Britain 
also, especially since Parliament has can- 
celled the State patronage of tae Scottish 
Church, leaving the congregations free to 
elect their own ministers, ‘the two 
Presbyterian sects of Scotland are on the 
road to reunion, and will undoubtedly effect 
it before long. When the various branches 
of Presbyterians come together, then there 
is perceivable no reason why the Congrega- 
tionalists should not cast in their lot with the 
Presbyterians also. The difference between 
them relates only to some small dissimilarities 
in church government, more sentimental 
than actual. Neither Church can give a clear, 
logical reason why they should not, come 
together and unite their strength and divide 
their expenses. The outside world can see 
no difference between them, and those inside 
cannot without the aid of a microscope. 
Congregationalists go to Presbyterian 
churches and vice versa without any shock 
to their respective feelings or doctrinal ideas. 
The preachers of the two Churches very 
often exchange pulpits, and are just as much 
at home in one as in the other. 

In the Baptist denomination, also, there 
are several branches, such as the Close-Com- 
munion, the Seventh-Day, the Campbellites, 
the Christians, the Pedo-Baptists, and others, 
which should be growing on the same tree. 
They all believe in the dogma of immersion, 
and, having this bond in common, baptism 
by immersion would be much more frequent 
if they would sink their minor differences and 
come together. 
tions, likewise, such as the Unitarian and 
Universalist, there is no essential differ- 
ence of belief. They are so nearly alike that 
it is not worth while to keep up the expense 
of separate establishments. Suppose, then, 
that the Methodists and Episcopalians were 
united in one Church, the Presbyterians and 
Congregationalists in another, the half dozen 
Baptist branches in another, and the Unita- 
rians and Universalists in another, cannot 
any one see that the usefulness of all would 
be immensely increased, and the oppressive 
weight of supporting so many separate 
churches would be greatly relieved ? 

There are two strong reasons why such 
consolidations ought to be effected: 
1, While the Churches remain apart, it is in- 
evitable that there. must continue to be 
numerous little and weak congregations, con-

but each denomination is broken up into sub- 
sects, which are constantly wrangling with 
each other. In the early days of the Protest- 
ants, when they were a unit, they made enor- 
mous numbers of converts, and gained ov 

millions of Catholics to the Reformation. 
When they became strong enough to stand 
alone, they commenced quarreling over petty 
points of doctrine, and split into numerous 
warring and brawling sects, and the result is, 
that Protestanism is no longer progressive. 
Instead of uniting its forces into the most 
compact possible shape and gaining strength 
by usion, its forces have frittered away their 
strength in internecine disputes and conten- 
tions about non-essentials. The sub-sects are 
beginning to perceive their error in this regard, 
and the present tendency is towards burying 
the small points of difference out of sight, 
and uniting on the essential doctrines for the 
sake of mutual safety, and to push forward 
the work which all profess to have at heart.

THE COLLEGE OF CARDINALS. 
A cable dispatch from Rome in the last 


issue of Tun Trarpune states that at the last 
Consistory the Pope announced the creation 
of seven more Cardinals. Six of the number 
are Italian, and the seventh is from France. 
The action of the Pope in this instance is in 
strict keeping with the policy of the Roman 
Curia during the past seven or eight centu- 
ries,—that is, to keep the College of Cardi- 
nals at least two-thirds or more Italian. 
Italy now has nearly fifty Cardinals, Germany 
three, France four, Austria, Ireland, England, 
the United States, and Central America, one 
each, while South America, which con- 
tains between twenty-five and-thirty millions 
of the most devoted Catholics, has no Car- 
dinal at all. There was a time when no 
Catholic would have dared to comment upon 
this remarkable disproportion. As time 
went on, however, the Catholic world out- 
side of Rome, began to wonder at it. The 
world has advanced so much at this time 
that Catholics are beginning to chafe 
under it and to protest against it. Theworld 
at large has a mere sprinkling of representa- 
tion. The College is virtually a close corpora- 
tion in Rome made up of Italian appoint- 
ments, many of them nepotistic. The Curia 
intends that the outside Catholic world shall 
have no potential voice in the election of a 
Pope, and that the Pope shall always be an 
Italian. It has no confidence in a German, 
English, Irish, or French Pope. An Italian 
Pope is alone considered competent to man- 
age the affairs of the Church and to have 
the keeping of the keys of Sr. Perun. 

This injustice is at last beginning to cre- 
ate great dissatisfaction in some quarters and 
anxiety in others, and with good reason, 
since the Church outside of Italy in reality 
monopolizes the intelligence and real energy 
in the management of its interests and the 
spread of its doctrines. There is hardly an 
Italian Cardinal in the whole catalogue who 
is known beyond the limits of Italy, while 
the Cardinals from other countries are char- 
acterized by their superior intelligence and 
talents, and are known the world over. No 
one doubts that in intellect and executive 
ability both Cardinals Manning and CULLEN, 
of England and Ireland, are superior in abil- 
ity and scholarship to any of the Ital- 
ian Cardinals, and even to the Pope 
himself. This question of a more equitable 
representative division of the Cardinals will 
be discussed more and more now that Catho- 
lics have found that their tongues can be un- 
loosed without special danger. The injustice 
may be endured until after the election of 
the next Pope, but it will be remedied before 
long. The great Catholic world will insist 
that it shall be more fairly represented, and 
that the College of Cardinals shall not be 
packed in the interests of Rome. There 
must bea chance for other than exclusively 
Italian Popes. 


It is evident that the English news about 
the Turkish troubles is not entirely trust- 
worthy. It is evidently colored in the inter- 
ests of the Turks. London dispatches of Fri- 
day last represented that Servia was firm for 
peace, but the direct dispatch from Servia 
which we print this morning shows that the 
majority of the Skuptschina, or Parliament, of 
that province is for war. This is doubtless 
an index to the popular feeling. If Servia 
joins the insurgents, Turkey will almost 
certainly lose all her territory north of the 
Balkan Mountains. The Servian regular 
army consists of 110,000 splendidly-equipped 
men. The reserves number 200,000 more. 
The sick man of Europe,” when he meets 
these troops, will besicker still, unless Russia 
and Austria interfere. There is a rumor 
that the parties to the treaty of 1856, 
which was deliberately broken last year by 
Russia, would not be unwilling to see the 
Sultan dethroned, his European provinces 
and the bulk of his debt shared between the 
Bear and the Double-Headed Eagle, and the 
Viceroy of Egypt made the sovereign, under 
the title of Caliph, of all Turkey in Asia.

THE ART-CALLERY, 

WILLIAM H. BEARD 
(N. A.) has come to be known as the Bear- 
Painter” through the circumstance of some of 
his most widely-exhibited pictures beiug repre- 
sentations of these droli animals in a variety of 
humanized situations,—of which No. 413 (corri- 
dor), The Temperance Question,” is an exam- 
ple,—but no artist perhaps paints in a greater 
variety of subjects, or with a plainer subordina- 
tion of his brush to an active, acute, and often 
playful mind, A remark which bas been made 
of the French Gerome, that he is not so much 
a painter as a bright mau who paints,” is directly 
applicable to Beard, though he, like the French 
master, is by no means deficient in technical 
kill. 

In the group of nine pictures in the corner of 
the southeast gallery there is uo bear- picture, 
but a variety of illustrations of the thoughts or 
the conceits of the artist plainly indicative of 
the way in which he holds his artistic faculties 
at the service of his intellectual. Perhaps no 
picture in the whole exhibition remains in the 
minds of more people than the centre-piece of 
this group. Worn Out” (No. 336),—an old man 
sitting on the step of a dilapidated cabin hold- 
ing in his hand his well-worn shoe, and regard- 
ing with M half rueful, half good-humored look, 
a poor old white horst who has wandered that 
way, whose days are as plainly numbered as 
those of his human friend. All the details con- 
tribute to the main idea. The cabin has long 
since seen its best days, the old man's stocking 
is no better than his shoe, and his ancient toes 
not only peep out, but stare out broadly ; the 
very barrels and casks are falling to pieces. 
The picture is saved from being altogether pain- 
ful by the old man’s face, a fine piece of paint- 
ing, which exhibits a lively sense of the grim 
humor of the situation not uncommonly met in 
the more cheerful class of old 8 as though 
he were saying to the horse. Weil, old boy, it is 
about up with me as it is with you!” The pathos 
and the bumor of the subject are finely com- 
bined, and the one or theother will predomi- 
nate, as the humane or the waggisb sentiments of 
the spectator are the stronger. In The Swollea 
Stream (No. 343), the landscape is important 
and carefully painted, and worth comparing 
with the other autumnal! and wood scénes in the 
exhibition, though the artist, with the careless 
liberality of aman of resources, has not hesi- 
tated to distract attention from the-landscape 
by the interesting pose of the buck upon the 
little cag oe, 4 headiand. who does not know 
whether it is best to jump or not. The Prism™ 
— a conceit of painting the colors of the 
rainbow in the characters of persons in a boat, 
an artistes fancy inexplicable to the average 
spectator. The group of crows sitting upon or 
flying about an imbedded spar on the sea-shore, 
called The Wreckers” (No. 340), is—for some 
reason, difficult to define, some good, occult 
artistic quality—one of the very best pictures in 
the group. 

William Beard bes had charge of the arrange- 
ment of the Exposition galic.ies and, in the last 
four weeks his person and voice have become 
familiar to those especially coacerned in the ex- 
hibition, who would gladly speak more wariply of 
him than a regard for his personal feelings will 
aliow. It is public information, however, that 
he is a man of 45 or thereabouts, originally from 
Painesville, O., that he was an ardeut nataralist 
from boyhood, and began the practice of fine- 
art as a wandering portrait-painter. His faculty 
for seizing the salient, and especially the droll, 

nts of his subjects was not favorable to popu- 
arity in portraiture, his especial capacity, ac- 
cording to his own account, being for taking 
the conceit out of people,” and after his settle- 
ment in Buffalo, 8 he gradually turned to 
other subjects. ® was always an astonish- 
ing draughtsman, able to draw anything from 
memory, and is now probably one of the abiest 
designers in the country. During the period of 
bis residence in Baffalo he spent 
two . years in Dusseldorf, Switzerland, 
and Rome in company with some of the best of 
the older artists. At this time there were those 
who thought that William Beara, with his won- 
derful facility of — his technical skill in 

inting, and above all bis intellectual qus li- 

ies, bade fair to be the greatest painter that 
this country has prodaced. While it canhot be 
said that he or any other man bas attained this 
pre-eminent distinction, the oe upon which 
the hope was founded are discernibie, and to 
the effect of domestic bereavement and reverses 
upon a sensitive mind its moderate fulfillment 
may be ascribed. In 1860 Mr. Beard removed 
from Buffalo to New York, where he has ever 
since been. He is a son-in-law of Le Clear, 
whose group of portraits hangs in the northeast

A seedy evidentiy a pro- 
feesional loafer,—a fellow that appreci- 
ates a good warm corner by a bar-room fire,—has 
met with some reverse, and is outside instead of 
inside the tavem, through the windows of which 
we can just cateb a glimpee of 4 more fortunate 
man in the warm light.

At 21 he was able to goto Europe, where he 
studied with Leutze in Dusseldorf and Conture, 
in Paris, and visited Rome and Venice, acting as 
Consul in the latter city.

A group of 

BRACKETT’S FISH PICTURES 
remains in the corridor, representing in & series 
of four paintings the rise, struggie, and capture 
of a large saimon. Without the excitement of 
the actual contest between piscatorial skill and 
the vigor of the living fish, it is no great pleas- 
ure to witness the hopeless effort of the victim 
to escape. As paintings these pictures are high- 
ly esteemed. Mrs. Murray, the well-known 
water-color artist, wrote thus of Brackett in a 
London art jourval : 

There are two artists in Boston who gtand unrivaled 
in their separate specialties. Even in England there 
#re none to compare with either Mr. Rowse in crayou 
portraits, or Mr. Walter Brackett in painting flah, —the 
former for refinement and beauty in idealizing a por- 
trait, while the likeness is wonderful in its identity; 
the latter for the peculiar power he possesses of embody- 
ing the spirit and character of the fish. Since the 
death of Mr. Duffield, the great painter of stil) life, we 
bave had no painter who has attem pied in this branch 
of art what Mr. Brackett does, and even Mr. Duffield 
does not so much excel in painting the fish itself as in 
grouping a number of picturesque objects together, in 
which fish are introduced often as mere accessories. 
But Mr. Brackett’s nsh have that brilliant sparkle and 
freshness which is so evanescent and which soon 
fades after the fish is taken out of the water. 
The cold gray rocks and delicate green grass and few 
accessories which form the appropriate background to 
his silvery fish are quite refreshing ; and we look at 
his pictures with the same sense of quiet enjoyment 
that we do at the first green buds of spring, and we all 
kuow how delightful that is, 

This is the opinion of a colorist. who delights 
in the sparkle and quality of color alone, and ts 
fully competent to speak of it. Otber critics 
have found fault with Brackeit's drawing. 

„be Brook-Trout (No. 449) isa pleasanter 
picture for color and graceful lines than either 
of the others of Brackett. 

The corridor in which these pictures are hung 
has been occasionally alluded to in reviewing the 
groups as containing additional specimens by 
the hands of the Academicians, not less worthy 
of note than the examples hung together, Be- 
fore paying further attention to these, some- 
thing ought to be said of 

THE WATEB-COLORS 

which occupy the north wall. Though few in 
number, not more than fifty, and by about half 
that number of different artists, they make a re- 
spectable showing as far as they go, and the 
lower part of the panel between the doors is 
quite brilliant, with Van Elten’s large landscape 
for a centre, and pictures, of Bellows, W. I. 
Richards, Farrer, and Nicoll about it. 

Van Elten's large picture is in quite a different 
tone of color from bis vil-paintings, of which 
there are several scattered through the galleries, 
and which are generally of a quiet green, 
marehes, willows, and subjects of that sort. 
This is a glorious October scone, full of reds and 
warm browns, with brilliant trees against a 
reaplendent sky, a bighly-finished); striking pic- 
ture, disclosing Van Elten in a new light.

From the pictures the lover of water-color 
painting will not be longin singling out ten or 
a dozen which aru worthy of especial study. “A 
Byway Near Torquay (No. 519) is the most 
conspicuous example of Bellowa,—the woody 
English lane that he so much loves, enlivened 
by some figures of girls fisoing from a log in a 
quiet brook,—and all his five pictures are in the 
game vein of quiet sweetnees, which he sustains 
with remarkabie evenness, and by hie very cer- 
tainty tempts the thoughtless critic to think is 
not remarkable. Bellows handles water-color 
precisely as he does oil, painting in solid color 
with tirmpess and force, without tricks or 
devices. Two heads of “Le Chiffonier and 
La Chiffoniere” (482, 483) are by T. W. Wood. 
an Academician, but, though strong in color and 
forcibly painted, they are hardly in a desirable 
style of water-color art. Henry Farrer, 
who is well known for bis  realist- 
ic, faithful, skillful paintiog of landscapes, pre- 
sents two quiet marine pictures, A Calm After- 
noon, Staten Island,“ and *‘ Moonrise on the 
Lower Bay, N. I.“ (Nos. 501, 513), which rank 
with the very best in the collection, aud may 
well serve as models for refinement of color and 
firm, artistic treatment, to artiste engaged upon 
similar subjects, ‘*‘ High Tide at Atlantic City,” 
quite a small picture (No. 514), is by W. T. Rich- 
ards, and is very similar in subject and treat- 
ment to a more important picture of his sent to 
the dealers’ exhibition last epring, unfortunate- 
ly too late to be seen by many people. This 
appears to be the same scene viewed from the 
other side. It is a beautrful, skillfal, artistic 
little picture of breakers upon a beach, a bit of 
shore, and a few rugged trees much the worse 
for weather. 


The tone of the picture is gray | 


aud quiet, and very pleasing. There is a rather | 


large. figure picture by Vaini, in the Roman 
style as farit as eau be seen, representing 
a girl at a baicony tantalizing an old monk, who 
stands in the street below with bis donkey, by 
the offer of a fowi which she bolds over him in 
her hands. It is called Teazmg (No. 512). 
Vaini was considered a skillful artist, and grew 
up in good company,—Fortuny, Samacois, ete., 
—but this is no exeeptuon to the general rule 
that Roman pictures rarely have the look of 
finished works, but seem to belong to a style 
adapted rather to sketches than to formal paint- 


ing. 

J. ©. Nicoll, the Secretary of the Water- 
Color Society, sends three or four pictures of 
coast views, all marked with artistic feeling. and 
pleasant im subject and expression. The sim- 
plest of them all, some eand-biuffs, and a boat 
on the beach at the foot of them, with very littie 
detail and elaboration (No. 491, At Cape Ann”), 
appears the most suggestive and the most illus- 
trative of the special charm of water-color pio- 


tures.

The grand prize of Rome for sculpture has 
been awarded by the French Government to « 
young American student in Paris named Hughes. 


An outrage has been perpetrated on Dr. Rim- 
mer, the well-known sculptor and artistic anat- 
omist of Boston. He received an order for a 
colossal female figure for the monument about 
to be erected at Plymouth in memory of the 
landing of the Pilgrims. The figure was com- 
pleted and the artist paid. Lhe Committee has 
now delivered the model Over to Mr. Perry, a 
much younger artist, to remodel the head and 
drapery in accordance with their own taste, and 
Dr. Rimmer, whose statue of Hamilton stands 
on Commonwealth avenue, is debarred by the 
delicacy common to artists from protesting 
against an act which is altogether against artistic 
good faith, and which will at least destroy ail 
the original character of his statue. They do 
not seem to be entirely civilized and enlightened 
in Massachusetts yet. It is surprising that an 
artist cap be found who is willing to make over 
another man'a work in this way, and the most 
charitable surmise is that it is attributable to in- 
experience and want of work. 

POPPA AND CLYTIE, 

The Ottoman Museum of Antiquities at Con- 
stantinople has lately been enriched by the ac- 
quisition of two life-size statues of Roman work- 
manship found in Crete. One is marked with 
the name of Claudia, the daughter of Nero, and 
the other is believed to be Poppea, his second 
wife, of infamous memory. Claudia was only 
four months old when sbe died, but is repre- 
sented as a maiden of 17 or 18. Poppma died 
from the effects of her husband's brutality, but 
he mourved her bitterly, prouounced her funeral 
oration himself, in which he was restricted to 
tbe praise of ber beauty and natural endowments 
(because of her notorious lack of virtuous quali- 
ties), and caused statues and temples to be 
erected in honor of ber and her daughter. 


lo one of the interesting series of articles 


called In a Studio,” by W. W. Story. in Black- 
wood, the following remarks are made by this 


very competent anthority : 

The so-called Clytie of the British Museum is sup- 
posed to represent Clytie because it has the leaves of 
the sunflower around the bust, and the myth is that 
she was enamored of Apollo and was changed into the 
heliotrope or sunflower. But believe it is the 
portrait of Poppwa, the wife of Nero, It u piainiy 
not an ideal bust, and even if it representa Clytie it is 
a portrait of some real person in that character. It has 
some of the features, characteristics, or methods of 
treatment adopted by the anciente in their ideal 
heads, and it has a pecular. individuality of feature 
aud expression. The workmanship ie not Greek but 

toman, and belongs te the period of Nero or there- 
abouts, It strongiy resembles in general character the 
portraits of Poppea on the coins, and particularly 
agem representing her in possession of the Eari of 
Exeter. In all of them the eyes are deep-set, the orbit 
large, the chin full but slightly retreating, and the 
whole contour of the face similar. The forehead of 
the bust is as low as hers was; the bair is worn in the 
Roman fashion of ber time, and richly curis and 
waves, as did her amber locks, The air of the head, 
modestly inclined and full of sentiment, answers to the 
character and manner attributed to her by the ancient 
writers, who say that she affected at least a retiring 
and modest demeaner, The leaves of the sunflower 
only indicate an apotheosis of the person represented, 
and this would property bel Poppwa, for Nero, 
distracted by her death, which he had brought about 
himself in a moment of passion, ordered that she should 
be enrolled among the gods, and himself wrote her 
funeral eulogy, and presided at her apotheosis, If 
the leaves be those of the sunflower—which we cal! the 
helitrope—which is not certain—there is also in this a 
uliur aopropriateness to Poppe. for Nero called 
imeself the son of Apollo, from whom he received his 
olden locks, and as Poppea loved him, died by his 
ands, and had herself the same golden amber hair, 
they might as fitiy surround her bust as Clytie’s, 


BOARD OF TRADE.

A meeting of the members of the Board of 
Trade was held in the Open Board room yester- 
day afternoon for the purpose of considering the 
amended rules, by-laws, and inspection regula- 
tions proposed by the Board of Directors.

purpose of discuasing the amendments proposed 
by the Directors, the object of the discussion 
being that members might be enabied to the 
better determine whether they would adopt or 
reject the new rules.

AMEND THE AMENDMENTS. 

The President replied that the meeting could 
not amend the proposed amendments. The 
meeting was called under the present rules sim- 
ply for discussion of the amendments propose d. 
under Art. X of the by-laws. 

MR. A. M. WRIGHT 

said he supposed it desirable to bring before the 
meeting the leading change proposed, and the 
reasons for the change. The mere announce- 
ment that the Directors had considered the 
amendments did not seem to him sufficient, and 
he asked if some one of the Directors was not 
prepared to make a statement of the changes 
proposed and the reasons for the changes. 

Mr. Dunham said that if the meeting bad got 
a lot of amendments that they must ewallow or 
reject, there was no use of the meeting at all. 
If the amendments kad to be voted 
or voted down, and couldn't be amend 
the meeting had better adjourn until the day 
of election, when the voting could be done.

Aud that it is no leas worthy. according to 
historical traditions of the Order, I need only re- 
fer tothe fact that it is acknowledged by Ma- 
sonic writers to be the most ancient of ali other 
systems of Masonry, and, as has been well writ- 
ton by a celebrated brother of the 33d degree of 
the Scottish Rite:

ExrTANATlox.— While Dr. Allen is getting 
ready his pen, and the other members of the 
Rite are bracing-up to explain their connectica 
with the now defunct institution, the following 
history is vouchsafed: 

About 1863, or perhaps 1864, Harry Seymour, 
of New York City, then a leader in Seottieh Rite 
Masonry, went over to France to obtain such 
further Masonic light as might be gained. 

Shortly before his advent in France the Grand 
Orient of that country had shelved the Rite of 
Memphis, with its innumerable degrees, and the 
further conferring of them was made Masoni- 
cally unlawfal. Notwithstaading this fact, Sey- 
mour succeeded in clandestinelv obtaining the 
work of the Rite, and returned with it to New 
York. Here he formed a sort of copartnership 
with a man named Burt, from New Jersey, and con- 
ferred the degrees on him. The object of the 
precious pair appears to bave been solely to 
make money, and accordingly, they divided the 
territory, W 1 staying East and Burt com- 
ing West. ‘The latter came to Chicago, am 
other places, and, being a plausible man an 
weil-spoken, he gathered into the Rite some 
thirty prominent Masons, including those named 
in Osiris letter and others. This was about ten 
years ago. 

Within a few months after Burt’s advent there 
came after him rumors derogatory to his reputa- 
tion, and finally a grand quaarel broke out be- 
tween him and Seymour, the latter accusing the 
foimer of being an expelled Master Mason, and 
of being guilty of all sorts of disgraceful prac- 
tices. 

Burt, on the other band, accused Seymour of 
fully as grave misdeeds, and there was a very 
pretty war. During its confmuance Seymour 
came West and conferred the degrees, as he rep- 
resented them, on some seventy excellent Ma- 
sons, known at that time as che Scynfour branch 
of the faction. 

The Chicago Masons meanwhile to 
investigate the charges mutaaily made, and 
found them subs:autially true on both sides. It 
was proved on documentary authority that Burt 
had been expelled for some sort of misdoing, 
and it was made just as clear that Seymour had 
stolen the work of the Rite, For these reasons 
the Burt faction quietiv dropped-the Rite, not 
without fear that they might be taken to task by 
the Grand Lodge for hoiding Masonic intercourse 
with an expelled Mason. Ihe Seymour faccion 
were taken iu ina body by Chicago Consistory. 


As pear as can be remembered, the whole 


flurry, from the time of Burt's advent to the 
ignoring of the whole Rite, was about a year aud 
a half. 

It should be added that if this account of the 
rise and fail of the Rite of Memphis in Chicago 
is defective, as it is Uke to be ia minor points, 
any well-informed brother is invited to add or 
correct as the facts demaad.

The County Commissioners have made s 
serious mistake in their purchase of the ab- 
stract books of Wilmans & Thielcke. These 
books are no better than the beans which the 
County Board deal out tothe county paupers. 
The price paid for them is proportionately as ex- 
tortionate as the sum which the County Com- 
missioners, in faithful imitation of the Indian 
Ring, make the tax-payers pay for the pauper 
supplies. The worthlessness of these records 
is well known to the reai-estate dealers, loan 
agents, and abstract makers, but the average 
tax-payer is not so well posted, although it is 

HIS MONEY THAT PAYS THE BILL. 

We have been at considerable pains to examine 
critically these abstract books of Wilmans & 
Thieicke, which are now in the Recorder's office. 
They are defective in almost every respect. 
Their uselessness for the purposes of reference, 
and their failure to comply with the require- 
ments of the statute under which they were 
bought, can be made so plain that even a 
‘County Commussioner could be made to admit it 


if he were honest. 


TO BEGIN AT THE BEGINNING, 


the law under which the Commissioners are 


supposed to act is the Recorder's act of 1874. 
This provides that the Recorder shall keep 


’ the taxing effect of this act. 


The above are the only provisions of law ap- 
plicable. They do not authorize the purchase of 
books made up. They cover only the convey- 


‘ances, etc., recorded in the Recorder's office. 


They do not cover judgments, court records, or 


called *‘ tract-books or indices, but are called 
in these sections ‘‘ abstract books.” There is 
absolutely no provision of law for the purchase 
of abstract books, or indices, minutes, or copies 
made since the fire. The provision of Sec. 13 of 
Chap. 116 relates only to the parchase of ante- 
fire records, none of are now in market. 
As we shall show below, the books purchased by 
Winans & Thielcke utterly fall short of the re- 
quirements of the law, as quoted above. If the 
Commissioners had authority to purchase any 
books, they ought not to buy these, but they 


plainly | 
HAVE NO LEGAL RIGHT 

to buy any such books. The law says directly 

and unequivocally: Prepare them. By the law, 


statute requires them to show; just this, and 
nothing more. 

This consideration of the law makes it plain 
that the Board of County Commissioners had no 
authority to buy the Wilmans & Thielcke books, 
and if the reader will follow, he will see that in 
doing so they bought what was of 


uty and provided the county with 
3 about 100 of the 250 books 
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books and pages of the records where these con- 
veyances can be found, and what particular lot 
of the block is conveyed by each instrument, we

' SIMPLY A COLUMN OF FIGURES. 

These are document numbers, which afford us 
no information, except that a large number of 
conveyaoces have been made at some time, 
which may or may not be given, by some per- 
sons whose names are generally not given, aad 
of some part of the block, which part or lot is so 
often not given, and which have been recorded 
somewhere in the Recorder’s office, but in what 

icular book or on what particular page no 
information is given. 

This muddled and incomplete system of reo- 
ords can be seen by any one who will take the 
trouble to visit the Recorder's office. It is no 
wonder that Wilmans & Thielcke, in their busi- 
ness of abstract-making, virtually 

ABANDONED THE USE Of THEIR OWN BOOKS. 
and got their chain of title from anotner firm, 
whose tract-books were made up so that they 
could be used. 

As to many of the subdivisions of land in the 
county, some of them containing many acres, 
divided into a large number of blocks. and 
the blocks into a large number of lots, these 
„tract books of Wilmaus & Thielcke do not 
Be the subdivisions into blocks even. 
All of the conveyances and transfers in all parts 
of the subdivision are posted together promis- 
cously by inserting the document numbers only. 
In such a case, if a person wishes to find out 
something about any one particular lot, he must 
wade through and investigate each document 
number shown in the whole subdivision. 
Finding it impracticable to use their 
‘*tract books, Wilmans & Thielcke have at- 
tempted to reclassify their book to September, 
1873, by making up a new set. This is simply

The tract books of Handy, Simmons & Oo. 
since the Fire comprise about 300 large vol- 
umes, which they find n for convenient 
and economical use in their business. 

The Wilmans & Thielcke tract books from the 
Great Fire to about Jan. 1, 1873, comprise only 
about ten small-sized, poorly-bound volumes. 
From Jas. 1, 1873. to Sept. 1. 1873, leas than 
haif-a-dozen small, paper covered volumes. 
From Sept. 1, 1873, about 70 thin books, or 
equivalent to about 35 volumes of Handy, Sim- 
ons & Co.'s books. 

The sonclusion of the whole matter is this:

Why did the County Commissioners pay $45,- 
000 for such waste paper? Whoknows? Who 
that knows dare tell? This trassaction bears 
every mark of corruption. This is not the only 
sign that in the County Commissioners we have 
more than one Western edition of Boss Tweed. 
Who will put a stop to this steal? Any tax- 
payer can doit. The money has not«ebeen paid. 
That is, it has not been drawn out of the County 
Treasury. No one is simple enough to suppose 
that more than a fraction of it will ever reach 
Wimans & Thielcke. An injunction will bring 
the whole matter before the courts.

HOW WORKINGMEN MAY HELP THEMSELVES TO 
CHEAP HOMES, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Curcaco, Sept. 18.—I have read with deep 
interest your articles on cheap suburban travel 
for the benefit of workingmen. Let me give 
your readers in brief the detalls of a plan 
by which a number of workingmen might 
unite their resources to procure cheap homes, 
and cheap access to them. Let them buy 
land in some suburb at $200 or $300 an 
acre, divide it into lots at cost price. 
making the price of a lot to each about 
$30, which could be paid one-quarter cash. the 
balance in one, two, and three years. Then let 
the workingmen during the winter, when con- 
tractors have no employment for them, turn in 
altogether and build houses for each other on 
these lote,—the bricklayer doing the brick work 
for all, the carpenter his kind of work for all, 
and soon. The raw material for a house of the 
kind required would not cost more than $120. 
The cost of this could be defrayed by monthly 
assessments of $8 or $10. The cheap transpor- 
tation could be secured by buying the land oaly 
on that railroad which would agree to run a 
train night and morning at cheap rates to ac- 
commodate this cheap co-operative settlement.

The New York Herald continues its articles 
about the noiseless panic in real estate.” Is 
asserte that the general shrinkage since 1872-73 
has been fully one-third on general parcels, while 
some specialties, that in expectation of a greater 
rise had been run up to fictitious and unnatural 
prices, had settled away 50 per cent. This view 
of the market is fully confirmed by subsequent 
inquiries among the savings banks and the life 
insurance companies, where heavy volumes of 
bonds and mortgages are held. It is generally 
conceded by officials of these institutions that 
on all property except such as is in the 
hands.of the wealthy and unembarrassed 
owners, the shrinkageis from 30 to 334 per 
cent on the ruling prices of 1873. Already 
many of these institutions have had resurveys 
made of the property upon which they have 
made advances, and are calling iu a sufficient 
amount to cover the shrinkage. The President 
of one savings bank that holds over $6,000,000 
of bonds and mortgages reports that he has 
taken this precaution, ager that in some de- 
scriptions of property there will be a still greater 
dropping away of prices, and that other banks 
and some life insurance companies have, tosome 
extent, done likewise.

On the part of the Lady defendant it is au-

unknown ; that their natural privilege is to be 
agreeable to all so as not to pass for prudish or 
ill-tempered. 

Finally, both parties being heard by the tri- 
bunal of love, the defendant is acquitted and 
absolved from the claim of the plaiatiff, and per- 
mission is given her, in virtue of her trade as 
woman, to talk, langh, salute, wear bouquets 
of all colors and kinds, without criticiem, let, or 
hindrance; costs to be assessed on plaintiff.”

STORM IN SOUTHERN TEXAS. 

Sr. Lovis, Sept. 18.—A special from New 
Orleans to the Republican says nothing has been 
beard from Galveston yet, and the telegraph 
lines are down to Corsicana, indicating that the 
storm has reached that city. The gale at 
Brashear contiuued all night and prevails now, 
the wind baving changed to the northwest. 
The water in the streets of that city rose a foot 
deep during the night, and is now 4 feet deep. 
The rise continues, the water-level being bigher 
than known for years. 

At Lyous, 18 miles west, the country is flooded 
to a depth of 3 feet, which is 5 feet higher than 
the flood of 1867. A boat sent from Brashear to 
the relief of the people on Shell Island returned 
last night during a lull io the storm, aod 
brought all off. When she left, the water cov- 
ered the isiand to a depth of 3 feet, and was

LECTURE BEFORE THE LAW COLLEGE 


Delivered by Emery A. Storrs. 

Mr. Emery A. Storrs, of thin city, yesterday 
afternden delivered before the students of the 
Law Collége an excellent lecture, of which the 
following is a brief abstract; 

Mr. Storrs said that in the profession of the 
law there was and could be no such thing as in- 
fallibie authority. We did pot read Blackstone 


as the mons would his creed—with uuquestioning | 


belief and implicit cenfidence. Every lawyer 
thought for bimseif and yeasoned for himself. 
Blacastone’s definition of lew, a rule of civil 
conduct prescribed by the supreme power in the 
State commanding what is rightend probibiting 
what is wrong,” was cleariy def. ctive because— 

First—A rule prescribed by the supreme 
power, etc., which affected ao individual or a 
particular case, would not, in its proper sense, 
be a law. \ 

Second—The words civil conduct were w- 
definite and uncertain. 


Third—It is not true that, in order to consti- | 


tute a law, the rule prescribed by the supreme 
power must command what is right and pro- 
bibit what is wrong.” A statute must be obeyed 
as law, and it is iaw, although it may command 
the doing of what is very wrong and probibit the 
doing of what is altogether right. No 
court would think of interfering with 
a statute on any euch ground. A  bet- 
ter defivition, and the one generally agreed 
upon by more recent writers, was, *‘ Tbe law is 
the general body of rules which are addressed 
by che rulers of a political suciety and which are 
generally obeyed.”

A DIVIDED FAMILY. 


The Circulator of the “Post and 
Hail Tells an Affecting 
Story. 


How the Company Is Trying to 
Freeze Him Off. 


The Effect on the Circulation. 


A ponderous bill was filed yesterday in the Su- 
perior Court by George L. Wells against the 
Chicago Post and Mai Printing Company, which 
gives a history of the Evening Mail and of the 
Post and Mail. The plaintiff states that in 1870 
the Zvening Mail was organized and Aug. 18 the 
first number of the paper was issued. About the 
time of its organization the parties interested in 
it made an arrangement with Wel's and one W. 
P. Dunn to build up and manage the circulation 
of the paper, agreeing that the latter should own 
the citculation, should be responsible for 
the subscribers, and should be furnished 
with all papers needed for subscribers. at the 
rate of 1 cent a copy, and for all papers sold to 
newsboys they were to pay only five-sixths of a 
cent. 

Under this arrangement Wells aod Dunn 
went to work, and, as the former alleges, built 
ap a valuable aud paving circulation. About 
the Ist of May, 1872, a new oontract was made 
by which Wells and Duan divided their districts, 
and Wells took all the West Division of the city 
and that part of che South Side bounded by 
Clark and Randolph streets on the south and 
west, and the river on the north and west, while 
Dunn took the remainder of the South Side and 
all the North Division. The Company agreed to 
this separation, and at the same time made as 
contract with Wells, by which he was to pay a 
cont apiece for ea paper distributed, and was 
to have full charge aud ownership of the circu- 
lation of the paper iu his part of the ci y. It 
was also agreed that the Company should, after 
July. 1871, share one-half the expenses of the 
canvassing. N 

CONSOLIDATION. 

In January, 1874, aa is well known, the Zven- 
ing Mail and the Evening Post were 
covsolidated together uuder the name of 
the Chicago Evening Post and Mail, and have 
continued so until the present time. Jan. 18. 
1374, the business managers and circulators of 
the two pa ers had a meeting. when it was mo- 
posed that Wells should buy of W. F. Dunn, 
who controlied the whole circulation of the 
Post, his inteiest on the Wes!
